The term "modulation" as defined in claims 1 and 9 is not clear. The 
search has performed for diseases as defined in claim 3. 

Method claims 4-8 are not acceptable under Art. 6 PCT. The therapeutic 
application is functionally defined by a mechanism of action which does 
not allow any practical application in the form of a defined, real 
treatment of a pathological condition. 

The description even does not contain any indication what kind of 
disease falls under the definition "modulation of PPAR". 

Screening methods defined in claims 17-21 and dependent claims 22,23 
are not clear according to Article 6 PCT. The claims do not contain any 
technical features, e.g. the method does even not comprise 
administration or addition of drug to be identified.
